BYU  Rodeo  Riding 
Team  Shows  Skill 
At  Annual  Horse  Show 


hard  work  go  behind  the  block  Y 
which  was  first  initiated  in  1906. 

Refering  to  an  article  written  by 
Hank  Williams,  staff  writer  for  the 
old  Brigham  Young  Universe  in 
1950,  the  story  will  be  told,  leav- 
ing out  much  of  the  dramatics  be- 
hind the  scenes. 

Mr.  Williams  wrote:  “It  all  start- 
ed back  in  1906  when  BYU  was 
known  as  Brigham  Young  Acad- 
emy. Junior  students  of  that  year, 
led  by  W.  King  Driggs  (father  of 
the  King  Sisters  of  radio  and  tele- 
vision prominance),  got  the  idea  to 
put  an  “07”  on  the  nearby  moun- 
tain for  their  class  who  were  to  be 
graduates  of  1907. 

"JEALOUSY  FROM  the  senior 
class  sprang  up  immediately  be- 
cause they  hadn’t  thought  of  the 
idea  first.  Meanwhile,  the  juniors 
were  preparing  to  ,put  their  “07” 
in  huge  letters  on  the  nearby 
slopes.  The  junior  men  dug  out  the 
numerals  and  planned  to  put  a 
lime-water  solution  in  the  letters 
to  make  them  easy  to  see  from 
Provo. 

“That  night  as  they  were  ready 
to  pour  the  lime-water  solution,  a 
large  gang  of  seniors  appeared  at 
the  sce^ie  and  threatened  them  not 
to  pour  the  “07”.  A fight  nearly 
broke  out;  the  outnumbered  juniors 
finally  promised  the  seniors  that 
they  wouldn’t  finish  the  job  and

BYU  President  George  H.  Brim- 
hall  immediately  proceeded  to  pur- 
chase the  280  acre  tract  of  land  and 
the  trails  leading  to  the  area  at 
$2.50  an  acre. 

Plans  were  drawn  up  for  the  “Y” 
and  E.  D.  Partridge,  professor  of 
engineering,  directed  the  survey- 
ing. The  letter  Y is  symmetrically 
perfect,  being  surveyed  from  three 
locations  in  the  valley. 

THE  LETTER  today  can  be  seen 
from  a long  distance  and  reminds 
passerby’s  that  Provo  is  the  home 
of  BYU.  It  ranks  high  in  size  com- 
pared to  other  colleges  or  univer- 
sities, standing  second  to  the  “M” 
at  Montana  State  University. 

It  is  probably  one  of  the  highest 
placed  letters  in  the  surrounding 
country,  the  nation  or  world  today. 
It  is  located  approximately  2,000 
ft.  above  Provo  City,  and  measures 
330  feet  long  and  120  feet  wide.

Y Day,  BYU’s  only  spring  vacation,  is 

heie*And  with  it  comes  an  opportunity  for 
BYU  students  to  shake  off  the  winter  dol- 
drums with  some  real,  honest-to-goodness 
service  to  the  school  and  the  community. 

Service  to  school  and  community  is  a 
phrase  with  an  idealistic  ring  in  an  age^of 
cynicism,  and  may  even  sound  corny.  But 
service  still  lubricates  the  wheels  of  social 
interaction  and  every  now  and  then  a per- 
son should  expend  some  energy  for  some- 
thing besides  his  own  interests. 

And  what  better  time  to  perform  a 
little  good  work  than  when  a whole  univer- 
sity of  18,500  students  is  doing  the  same 
thing  in  an  atmosphere  more  of  fun  than 
of  drudgery. 

Y Day  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  big- 
gest and  most  time-honored  of  BYU  tra- 
ditions. It  is  almost  as  old  as  the  tradition 
of  the  Block  Y itself.  Originally,  Y Day  was 
held  only  for  students  to  clean  and  white- 
wash the  Y on  the  mountain,  and  every 


student  turned  out. 

As  the  school  grew,  other  projects  were 
added  around  Provo  and  Utah  Valley  be- 
cause not  everyone  could  go  up  on  the 
mountain  anymore.  These  new  projects  pro- 
vided an  excellent  chance  for  BYU  students 
to  improve  their  collective  public  relations 
image  to  residents  of  the  Valley  who  might 
not  share  the  same  enthusiasm  towards  the 
school. 

The  school  is  now  so  large  that  Y Day 
projects  extend  as  far  north  as  American 
Fork  and  as  far  south  as  Spanish  Fork  so 
that  there  will  be  enough  jobs  to  occupy 
students  who  turn  out  to  serve.  And  nearly 
fifty  percent  of  the  studentbody  can’t  be 
satisfied  with  working  only  three  hours — 
they  have  to  play  all  day. 

Y Day  is  a great  event.  It  has  even 
rated  national  magazine  coverage  in  years 
past.  BYU  is  a beautiful  school  with  rich 
traditions  and  it  should  be  a pleasure  to 
help  it  retain  its  beauty  while  at  the  same 
time  filling  one  of  these  traditions.

Scrip- 
tures and  physical  laws  seem  to 
bear  out  that  only  intelligent  plan- 
ning could  build  complex  animal 
structures,  and  this  includes  mak- 
ing them  as  variable  as  they  are. 

Perhaps  we  do  not  see  the  plan- 
ning behind  them  as  much  be- 
cause we  don’t  see  the  spiritual 
matter  that  they  were  originally 
made  from.!  This  is  all  very 
over-simplified,  but  I still  think 
that  L.D.S.  scriptures  have  a very 
good  basis  for  studying  life  and 
it  is  not  the  basis  found  in  the 
theory  of  evolution.
